Petrograd Announces Loss of 
Torpedo Boat in Fight, 
Says German Vessels Have 
Been Damaged. : 


BERLIN, via London, Oct. 17.— 
German troops have captured the 
Russian island of Oesel, in the Gulf 
of Riga, in its entirety, it was offi- 
cially announced today by the gen- 
eral staff. 


The statement says that German 
naval forces had encounters with 
Russian torpedo boat destroyers and 


gunboats north of Oesel Island and in 


the Bay of Riga and these resulted 
favorably for the Germans. The 
Russian ships were compelled to re 
tire. The German vessels, it is added, 
suffered no losses. 

It was announced last night that 
the Germans had taken a total of 
3500 prisoners on Oesel Island. 
German Official. 

Yesterday's announcement 
these details of the operations: 

Naval aircraft dropped bombs on 
Pernau, a Russian port on the Gulf 
of Riga, where large fires were ob- 
eerved. 

On the main fighting front in the 
cast there was a revival of activity. 
Russians attempted to advance, the 
siatement says, but were driven 
back. 

“Troops fighting under the com- 
mand of Infantry Gen. von Kathen, 
on the Island of Oesel, have taken 
full possession of the main portion of 
the island. On the Svorb peninsula, 
extending to the south, the Russian 
troops who are there are isolated, but 
still are offering desperate resistance. 
The heavy coastal batteries have 
been silenced by the fire of our 
ships. The enemy was so sharply 
pressed against the east coast that 
only portions of them were able to 
escape over the mole leading to Moon 
Island. 

“In the fighting for the bridge- 
head. of Orrissar, on _the eastern 
shore of Oesel, our naval forces suc-

cessfully co-operated with their me: 


from the north. 

“Up to the present more than 2400 
prisoners have been counted, and 
those who have been scattered will 
further increase this number. 

Thirty guns, 21 machine guns, 
some airplanes and many vehicles 
have fallen into our hands up to the 
present. — 

Our landing troops, with excellent 
collaboration by naval forces, under 
command of Vice Admiral Smith, 
complished the essential part of their 
task in four days. The Riga Bay 
‘tslands of Runo and Abre have been 
occupied by us.”

$17,500,000 SPECIAL TAXES 
EVADED BY MUNITION MAKERS 


Internal Revenue Agents Report and 
Recovery of More Than $10,000,- 
000 Is Announced. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—Internal 
revenue agents have reported that 
evasions of the special tax of 12% 
per cent by munitigps manufactur- 
ers have totaled so far approximate 
ly $17,500,000. 

More than $10,000,000 of that sum 
already has been recovered by the 
Government. 

The amount of tax voluntarily paid 
by the munitions manufacturers last | 
year was approximately $26,300,000. 
Field investigators notified them that 
in many cases the amount was far be- 
low the sum actually due to the Gov- 
ernment. 

One of the methods said to have 
been used in returning minimum 
taxes was to charge off a large per- 
centage of the value of a plant under 
the head of depreciation. In some 
cases the entire value of the plant 
was said to have been deducted from 
the profits of the concern, represen- 
‘tations being made that at the end 
of the war the plants would be of no 
further use.

Thomas Tells of Germans. 

Thomas in the course of his speech 


sald: 
The German people are obsessed 


with the idea that they are a people 
divinely appointed by the Almighty 
to govern other people of the world, 
and no amount of persuasion is going 
to get this idea out of their heads. 
Any idea that this war is to be end- 
ed by anything but force should be 
quickly dispelled. The Germans are 
propelled in the war by a fanatical 
belief as strong as the religion of the 
Moslem; they feel that it is their 
divine duty to conquer the world 
and enforce their Kultur on all other 
nations, 

“It is not the fault of the German 
people themselves, but the system 
that is employed in Germany. They 
have been told for 60 or 70 years of 
their superior qualities, and of their 
divine appointment through their 
newspapers, their books and through 
every avenue by which the Govern- 
ment could inform them, 
through the law of suggestion, they 
believed it. If a propaganda of ed- 
ucation were conducted in like form 
in any other country in the world the 
result would have been the same. 

‘Their belief in the righteousness 
of their cause amounts to a nationa! 


madness, and it is not at all to be 


overcome by any pacifist measures. 
This Government will only overcome 
it by the severest force, by utilizing 
every energy that it has, and it will 
have to push its kond issue to suc- 
cessful conclusions.”’ 


Thomas said he was glad to see 


that a change is coming over some 
of the German sentiment of this 
country, much to the advantage of 
the country. It is apparent, he add- 
that miany persons of German 


goes crazy and begins to break up 
the furniture and kill chfldren it is 
time for his own family to inter- 
fere and assist outsiders in restrain- 
ing him.

WOMAN GOES TO TRIAL 
ON CHARGE OF MURDER 


Accidentally Killed Another 
Woman When Shooting at 
Her Own Husband. 


Mrs. Dora. Betnice Fischer, 34 
years old, of 2825 Cherokee street, 
was placed on trial in Judge Davis’ 
court this morning on a charge of 
murder. She shot and killed“ Mrs. 
Agnes Fitzsimmons of the same ad- 
dress, when shooting at her husband, 


Christopher P. Fischer, a chauffeur, 
of 1448 South Grand avenue, from 
whom she was separated. 

Mrs. Fischer, it was stated by As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Lacy, will be 
prosecuted on the theory that she is 
guilty of murder, although the shoot- 
ing of Mrs. Fitzsimmons was an acci- 
dent. The State expects to introduce 
evidence to show that there was no 
occasion for Mrs. Fischer to fire at 
her husband. 

The defense, as outlined by attor- 
neys for Mrs. Fischer, will be that 
Fischer was advancing on her in a 
threatening: manner and that she 
fired at him, believing her life was 
in danger. 

The State is in the peculiar posi- 
tion ot being unable to place on the 
stand the only eye witness to the 
killing, Fischer, the law prohibiting 
a husband or wife ste a against 
the other. 

The testimony, 8 to the 
statements of the attorneys to the 
jury at the opening of the trial, will 
show that Fischer and bis wife were 
married in December, 1915, and 
within a few monthg separated and 
returned to each other several times. 

The killing of Mrs. Fitzsimmons 
occurred Sept. 11, 1916, a few days 
after the 
Fischers. Mrs. Fischer had gone to 
the home of Mrs. Fitzsimmons to 
live and Fischer called there. 

The State will attempt to prove 
that Fischer merely called for some 
clothing and that he and his wife 
quarreled, but that the quarrel was 
not at any time serious. 

The defense wil! try to show that 
in the quarrel Fischer threatened his 
wife, and that to protect herself, 


Mrs. Fischer went to an adjoining 


room and got à revolver which she 
had purchased a few days before on 
the advice of Mrs. Fitzsimmons. 
Mrs. Fischer fired. two shots at 
her husband just as Mrs. Fitzsim- 
mons entered he room from a hal- 
way. .One of.the shots struck Mrs. 
Fitzsimmons in the eye. killing her. 
Mrs. Fischer was accompanied in 
the courtrapm by her 7-year-old 
daughter, Ella Robinson, who the 
defense also will attempt to show, 
was beaten and abused by I Fischer.

The Vicomzesse saw many French 
divisions succeed each other as gar- 
rison of the ruined village. One of 
the otcupying?# brigades was known 


as the “Brigade of Deputies and 
Dukes,“ since in its ranks were many 
of the parliamentary representatives 
as well as members of ancient noble 
families. In fact, one of these latter. 
the Duke Guy de Lorge, died a sol- 
dier’s death in the park of the cha- 
teau, where he was struck on the 
head by a sheil-splinter. 

The staffs of these various divi- 
sions were welcomed to the chateau 
by its proprietress; who injected a 
spirit of cheeriness into the. grim 
business of war by arranging fre- 
quent games of tennis, in which she 
joined with the officers even While 
shells were bursting near. For the 


troopers she instituted concerts in+ 


the underground cellarg and the ac- 
companiment of these was often 4 
German cannonade. 

The trodps showed their gratitude 
by removing to safe places all the 
valuable, collections of the chateau— 
and Aubusson — tapestries 
Jacobean commodes and pictures by 
famous painters which escaped pil- 
lage by the Germans owing to the ra- 
piidty of their passage. 

The chateau was the former rési- 
dence of the family-of Jean de Grol- 
lier, the distinguished bibliophile, 
with whose name New York 1s fa- 
miliar since the foundation of the 
Grollier Club, which possesses “the

books. 

From September, 1914, the cha- 
teau was under constant bombard- 
ment until March this year.’ Both it 
and the beautiful old sixteenth cen-

CHRISTIANIA, Sept. 30.—The 


loss of two German submarines has 
become known here. Parts of one 
have been found in Kjotvik Bay by 
Capt. Odin Berg, a fisherman. The 


other was blown up by an explosion 
on board the English ship Olive 
Branch while the submarine was ly- 
üg alongside. 

The Tidens Tegn gives the follow- 
ing : ccount of Capt. Berg’ s find: 

“Capt. Berg announced that a sub- 
marine lay on the bottom off Kjot- 
vik, four miles north of Hammerfest. 
and 200 meters from land. Berg 
thought it could be raised, but* the 
Norwegian patrol boats could not find 
the wreck, and the matter was 
dropped. Meanwhile, however, Berg 
has dragged Kjotvik Bay on his own 
account, and has fished up parts of 
the submarine. A private company 
now proposes to send divers to Kjot- 
vik and salvage it.” 

Forty-five. men from the Olive 
Branch have arrived at Honnings- 
vage. They state that the ship was 
loaded with ammunition. The U-bvat 
which attacked it approached the 
sinking ship after the créw had been 
removed, when suddenly there came 
an explosion, which wrecked the sub- 
marine with the loss of its whole 
crew 

From Hammerfest come-details of 
the sufferings of the crew of another 
English ship, the Hidalgo.

The 
terms of the agreement agreed upon 
at Washington between che operators 
and miners are fair. I understand 
that the only clause objected to is the 
clause providing for penalty. It is 
zust that this should be agreed to. 

„„I shall use every power com- 
mitted to me to prevent strikes and 
warn you against allowing the order 
to stand. If you cannot compose dif- 
ferences with operators at home, 
meet me here in Washington, mean- 
while keeping mines at work.”

The vessels to be constructed this 
winter, at a cost of $3,335,000, will 
be leased to private shippers, with 
the privilege of purchase. It is ex- 
pected that they will be used _ princl- 
pally to carry coal from the St. Louis 
district to the Northwest and to bring 
iron ore to St. Louis for the furnaces 
and mills here. The plans are to have 
the véssels completed by next April.

JAPAN TO PUT $8,000,000 INTO 


Suni Will Be Spent on Destroyers— 
Batticship and Two Cruisers 
Now Building. 
Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
TOKIO, Oct. 17.—The construc- 
tion of six new destroyers for naval 
repletion at a cost of $6,000,000 is to 
be ‘started shortly. The work will 
be expedited to complete them by 
next April. The destroyers will all 
be of middle size. 

The building of the following bat- 
tleships, cruisers and destroyers is 
to begin soon at the navy dockyards 
and at shipbuilding yards at Nagas- 
Aki: 

Battleship Mutsu (Nagata type) 
with a displace of 32,000 tons; crui- 
ser Tama, with a displacement of 
7800 tons; crulser Kuma, with a dis- 
placement of 3500 tons, and three 
first-class destroyers, each of about 
1200 tons. 

The Mutsu will carry the largest 
and most powerful main gun ever 
mounted on any battleship of the 
Japanese navy. and the cruiser Tama 
will be the largest warship of the 
kind in the Japanese navy. 

A special service ship, with a dis- 
placement of 12,000 tons, and five 
submarines, 700 tons, will be built 
at the Kure navy dockyard.

ERCY GRAINGER, once the 
Peter Pan of the piano, but 
now grown up to be a man 
and a soldier, reyealed in a recital 
at the Odeon last night how the 
stress of the war has changed him 
not only. outwardly—as evidenced 
by the uniform of a private in the 
United States army and the shear- 
ing of his luxuriant aureole of yel- 
low locks— but inwardly also, in the 
throwing off of much of his radiant 
boyishness and blitheness of spirit 
for the gravity and repose of a seri- 
ous artist. 
Two previous appearances. here—— 
once in recital and again as soloist 


endeared the handsome and gifted 
Australian to a large circle. They ad- 
mired him because he remained ut- 
terly unspoiled and unaffected under 
an excess of adulation which would 
have turned many a young head; 
they praised him as a composer who 
could aim at originality and uncon- 
ventionality and still keep his music 
sane and wholesome; but mostly he 
awoke their affection because he 
seemed to embody: the genius of 
golden, eternal youth.

Grainger has enlisted as an oboe 
and saxophone player in one of the 
United States Army bands,.and is 
now on a furlough to give concerts 
for the benefit of the Red Cross. It 
was curious to reckon that, with 
his pay of $27 a month, he re- 
ceived less than $1 for last nies 
memorable recital. Had he not en- 
listed, he could have commanded 
several hundreds of dollars as his 
fee. 

There was a certain sober respect, 
then, with which his audience. greet- 
ed him, due to his patriotic devotion 
to a country not his own by birth. 
This feeling was confirmed by the 
deepening and maturity shown in his 
art. Probably few of his hearers 
went away without the conviction 
that here Grainger disclosed himself, 
for the first time in the full meaning 
of the words, as a pianist of master- 
‘ful and noble gifts, and as a com- 
poser of lofty sincerity, full of grave 
thoughtfulness and veracity of feel- 
ing. 

His program began with interpre- 
tions of other composers. His spe- 
cialty of pouring new wine into the 
old bottles of Bach was manifested 
in the Fantasie and Fugue in G 
minor, as arranged by Liszt. The 
fugue was played with brilliant vir- 
tuosity. Like all great contrapuntal 
players, Grainger has to perfection 
the faculty of thinking of several 
tunes at once. His hands—those ex, 
citingly vivid hands which appear to 
be sentient creatures in themselves 
instead of instruments—seemed te 
have a brain in every finger tip, so 
independent of one another was their 
complex play in this swift and mighty 
polyphony. 

Plays Debussy and Chopin. 

The performer’s fine powers of 
imagination, as well as his liquid 
touch, in Debussy’s “Reflets dans 
l'Eau,” powerfully awakened 
imaginations of his hearers. The mu- 
sic constantly called up pictures, of. 
sunlight glinting on water, of rip- 
pling waves, of cool, translucent 
depths. As to his touch, it suffices 
to say that the notes seemed to drip 
wet from the ends of his fingers. 

The Chopin “Polonaise in A Flat“ 
was one of the finest offerings of the 
evening. Grainger appears to pos- 
sess a keen sensitiveness for the sub- 
tle beauties of Polish music, while 
the martial strains of the composi- 
tion found him in his element. <A 
series of lightning-fast octave pass- 
ages for the left hand aroused the 
wonder of the pianists present. 

The remainder of his program con- 
sisted of his own compositions, of 
which only two need be noted here, 
the others having been. reviewed 
after Grainger's previous appear- 
ances in St. Louis. One of the new 
pleces was a lullaby, Tribute to Fos- 
ter,“ based on the American's song, 
“De Campdown Races, Doodah.” It 
is probable that Stephen Foster exer- 
cised more influence upon Grainger 
than any other composer. In honor 
of this tune Grainger even wrote a 
set of verses in negro dialect, to be 
sung to his music. They end: 

Foster’s songs dey make you cry; 

Bring de tear-drop to yo’ eye. 

Dese songs dey trabble de wor!’

The other composition bears the 
odd title of “Maguire's Kick,” and is 
based on a lively Irish march-jig. In 
this Grainger's knack of retaining 
the simplicity and rhythm of folk 
music, and still evolving it into a 
highly intricate and difficult compo- 
sition, was very notable. To the lay- 
man it was music to set the feet to 
tapping and the pulses to coursing; 
to the musician it was in addition a 
highly scientific piece of work. 

Grainger was assisted by Miss 
Marie Caslova, a St. Louis violinist, 
‘who has also been a soloist with the 
Symphony Orchestra. In all friendli- 
ness, Miss Caslova, despite a.consid- 
erable agility of technique, does not

Von Seebeck and Kuhn were in 
London at the start of the war in 
1914. They were representatives of 
German banking houses, Kuhn's es- 
tablishment being the Deutsche 
Bank. They escaped to this country 
and obtained responsible positions 
with the Guaranty Trust Co., which 
they held until the dismissal about a 
year ago of all Germans in their em- 
ploy.. Kuhn's friendship with for- 
mer Ambassador von Bernstorff and 
revelations concerning the operations 
in this country of agents of the 
Deutsche Bank were the causes of 
his arrest, it was said. 
1 am eure the only reason for 
Kuhn's detentfon on Ellis Island is 
that he is a German and a friend of 
other Germans,“ sald Justice Leh- 
man. I am confident he has com- 
mitted no offense. He liked this 
country, and only last May applied 
for citizenship. I trust he will be 
released soon.” 
Kuhn is about 27 years old. Of 
late he has been employed with an 
importing house. He has always ap- 
peared to be well supplied with 
funds. Because of his family con- 
nections he readily gained access to 
homes of some of the wealthiest fam- 
flies in this city, and was a social 
favorite. Because of his anti-Prus- 
sian views there was no surprise 
when he announced his intention of 
becoming an American citizen after 
this country had entered the war. 
Last May Kuhn visited the Federal 
Building, records show, and applied 
for citizenship. Later he applied to 
Marshal McCarthy for permission to 
enter barred zones, which, it is un- 
derstood, was refused. For the last 
two weeks he has been shadowed by 
secret service men. 
Three other alien enemies found 
working on boats plying about New 
York harbor were taken to Ellis Isl- 
and. There were George Fuchs, Er- 
nest Gruehback and Carl F. G. Pa- 
genkop.

THE WAR’S NEW CHESS MOVE. 
As the German descent on Oesel and other is- 
lands in the Gulf of Riga was essentially a naval 
exploit, so the further progress of the expedition 
and even its maintenance in the positions already 
occupied are a matter of relative naval strength 
and resourcefulness. : 
This thrusting out of a considerable force into 
a particularly exposed salient, as it may be called, 
is dn extremely hazardous movement. For the 
present, at least, the landing contingent is many 
miles from the support of the.lines of any other 
land fighters and will be in constant danger of 
béing isolated and captured. 
In a place entirely surrounded by water, the 
only factor that can prevent the isolation of the 
25,000 or more Germans engaged in the expedi- 
tion is, of course, German assets in war vessels 
and the skill with which those vessels are di- 
rected. When it is considered that on every sea 
except the Baltic, entente sea power has a vast 
superiority over German sea power, the attack 
seems a virtual challenge to the entente from the 
only waters on which its complete domination is 
not now acknowledged. 
Probably in every war office in the world the 
news of this attempt to sain an important ad- 
vance by sea arrested instant attention as an en; 
tirely new move on the chess board of the great 
conflict and one involving some of the most in, 
teresting possibilities of the whole three years of 
fighting. The German fleet as a whole is much 
stronger than the Baltic fleet of the Russians, but 
it is only a part of the German fleet which is par- 
ticipating in the Oesel operation.

If Mr. Salesmanager should ever have been in the 
employ of a railroad, he would readily understand 
why he had been unable to crow-bar a reply to his 
querries out of the railroads, and my suggestion is 
that he have an exhaustive talk with his traffic 
manager. | 

From his letter I draw the conclusion that the ship- 
ments referred to are ‘‘less than carload,’’ which 
calls for local movement, and many transfers ne- 
cessitate movement, for economical reasons, in a car 
with several hundred other shipments, each moving 
in the same general direction, but for different desti- 
nations. This causes a one-day stop at most junction 
points, where the car is set in the morning, worked in 
the daytime, and reloaded and moved out at night. 
This method cannot be improved upen, because the 
railroads cannot provide a car for each individual 
shipment. 


Records and statistical figures conclusively prove 
that the railroads’ system of handling freight is as ef- 
fective as the postal system of handling letters, and 
every man who handles any volume of correspondence 
can estimate the number of letters delayed or lost. 
The railroads lose or delay an average of one ap- 
ment out of every 900 handled on account of it going 
astray through error in billing, loading, failure to un- 
load, or through misrouting or other manner of mis- 
handling, of which there are many. . 

The railroads receive so many requests to trace 
shipments that unless they are very important, or on

In the last three 
years bowling on all kinds of alleys, 
Smith had an average of approxi- 
mately 208 per game. This easily 
entitles him to the crown of cham- 
pion as in his tours he ha srolled 
1243 games. 

Gengler, while not as well known 
ag Smith, is nevertheless a star. In 
Brussels, Belgium, on regulation al- 
leys in 1913, he rolled 34 consecutive 
strikes, which gave him two perfect 
games, and 10 strikes to spare. He 
came to thig country in 1914, just 
before the outbreak of the European 
war. He has rolled several perfect 
games since his arrival in this coun- 
try, one of them coming in a match 
contest in Chicago.
